The Demoeratie wool bill oflastyaar

When he vetqed the bill ]aaf"y«nr 
President Tuft cave as his reason the 
fact that the tariff board had not made 
iu report. Mow, in the light of the 
tariff board's report, the Republicans of 
Uie HouM propoee a wool bill calling 
for a rodnoitea of 40 per oeat. in Sehed- 
ule K, or just two per cent less than tlie 
bill which the president vetoed. 

The taritr board, therefore, vindicates 
the I>emocraiic position on wool, if such 
vindication were necessary. The Demo- 
crats knew, long before the tariff board 
was created, that the wool rates were 
too high, and the President knew it 
also, for in his speech at Winona, Minn., 
ho characterized the Payne-AMrioh 
wool tariff rate as indefensible. 

As things now stand, neither the 
president nor the high protectioDisls 
will have any excuse for opposing the 
present bill, and it any of them do stand 
in the way ef lis final p assa » s, tb^ will 
convict themselves of trying to grant a 
special privilege, namely, the privilege 
of robbing the ooosumer, te the trust 
millionaires.

The drearlful calamity which be- 
fell the Titanic, in which sixteen 
hundred livM wera aaorifioed, ataad 
to-day without a parallel ia the aa^ 
nals of seas disasters. Courage, the 
test of manhood: defense, the test of 
friendship: self-sacrilice, ihe test of 
love, and death, the test of loyalty, 
were all e\eMipUKed when the power- 
ful ship of the White Star Line sank 
tc the bottom of the Atlantio. Seven 
hundred and aome souls wera Mved 
from the cruel waves, mostly woman 
and children, and these testify lo the 
courage and self-sacritice of the noble 
men who slioutcd, when the ill-fated 
steamer was known lo be lost, the 
command: "Women and children 
tirsi." ThOM orden wera obeyed 
and as a raault pnetieally all of the 
women and children survive. ThoM 
women who sleep to-day beneath the 
icy watem of the Atlantic do so as 
matter of devoting and loyalty lo 
lovi-d ones whom tliey would not de- 
sert; having shared the joys of life 
together sought death in its cruel 
form ntber than Mparatioa. Mr. and 
Mrs. Straus, with arma abont aaah 
olher. waiting the end they had 
chosen to meet as they had lived 
together; Col. Astor, who, just a short 
while >tgo. was the object of bitter 
denupication. assisting women and 
childnn and bravely cheering them, 
quietly waiting the enevitable; Major 
Buit, American *oldier,raaainte,ealm 
and deliberate, faced death with a 
smile that those of the weaker sex 
should not perisli. and gave his own 
life as a chivalrous act for the women 
and children of the Titanic. Many 
othera of the foundered steamer die- 
played the same atoioiaB aad daaarve 
I lie reverenoe and admiration to 
which every true maa ahould bow. 
Whatever the cause of the disaster 
be it said in behalf of those who 
choose death preferable to jeopardis- 
ing the avenues of escape far wemw 
and children, that the memory of 
their ehivalry will be raoorded on the 
pagea at history and ooaslag gaaera- 
lions will learn a l as a on of devotion 
ami sell sacrifice that will bo incal- 
culable lo the uplift and manhood of 
the entire » i<rld. Those whosought 
places of safely, regardless of Ibe 
women and cbildrea, will reap the 
denunciation whieh they de*erva,and 
their memoriea, anlike thaM heroM 
above, will fade, and the flngen of 
scorn will follow them through life 
and in the end death will take from 
public view the forms which 
roamed the earth in the shape of man. 
Peace to the memory of thoee gal- 
lant men whoae pillow la the fraaen 
depths of the Atlantic, yet the heart 
beau of every American eitisen is a 
pulsation ot love and de««tioa to the 
loyally of these heroes, whose sacri- 
tice will live lo emblazon pages in 
history and rnvfav on the everlasting 
scroIL
